Revive me according to Your word. 

Revive me in Your way. 

Revive me in Your righteousness. 

Revive me according to Your lovingkindness. 

Revive me according to Your justice. 

Revive me according to Your judgments. 

Revive me, O LORD, for Your name's sake! 

Isaiah 57:15 ...thus says the High and Lofty One Who inhabits 
eternity, whose name is Holy: "I dwell in the high and holy place, 
with him who has a contrite and humble spirit, to revive the spirit 
of the humble, and to revive the heart of the contrite ones."

8 "And now for a little while grace has been shown 
from the LORD our God, to leave us a remnant to escape, and to 
give us a peg in His holy place, that our God may enlighten our 
eyes and give us a measure of revival in our bondage. 9 "For we 
were slaves. Yet our God did not forsake us in our bondage; but 
He extended mercy to us in the sight of the kings of Persia, to 
revive us, to repair the house of our God, to rebuild its ruins, and 
to give us a wall in Judah and Jerusalem... 15 "O LORD God of 
Israel, You are righteous, for we are left as a remnant, as it is this 
day. Here we are before You, in our guilt, though no one can 
stand before You because of this!" 

Eph. 6:18 Pray in the Spirit on all occasions with all kinds of 
prayers and requests. 

Eph. 5:1 8 Do not get drunk on wine, which leads to debauchery. 
Instead, be filled with the Spirit. 

Here is a very general and loose paraphrase of this verse: 

Do not allow your mind and your heart to be filled with desire or 
concern for those things of the world which bring you pleasure 
and security, but remain focused on the things of Christ. 

When your heart and your mind is so filled with thoughts of jobs, 
and possessions, and the entertainment and activities that this 
world holds out before you, there is no room for the Spirit to do 
the work of transformation. 

Matt. 6:33 Seek ye first the kingdom of God and His 
righteousness, and all these things will be added unto you. 
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It is one thing to sit in the stands and admire the quarterback or 
the star pitcher. It is something entirely different to spend time 
throwing a few passes or taking a few pitches with him in a casual 
setting and just having a friendly discussion about life. 

We may study about the Holy Spirit and know everything about 
Him - His personhood, His power, His purpose. But until we 
come to know Him on a personal and intimate level, all we have 
are facts. 

In another sermon, Richard Owen Roberts defined revival as 
"GOD in the midst of His people." 

His manifest presence produces all that is desirable in revival. 
The absence of His manifest presence accounts for all that is 
undesirable during the seasons of moral and spiritual decline 
that precede revivals. 

Revival is a time when heaven comes closer to earth than at 
any other time in the lives of men and women. If one 
considers the greatest attraction of heaven, is it golden 
streets? Is it the tree of life? Is it the presence of angels? Is it 
fellowship with other redeemed? NO! The greatest allure of 
heaven is the absolutely unbroken presence of God. 

So too, the most fearful aspect of hell is not the fire that is 
never quenched, the worm that never dies, the agonies that 
never cease, the evil that reigns unbridled — the most awful 
aspect of hell is that God is never there. Think of it! After a 
billion years in hell the sinner still has no hope that God will 
ever come, even for a moment. 

On Sunday, a pastor stood before his congregation and prayed, 
"Lord, we fear going through this service hearing the voice of man 
- our own singing of hymns, and the preacher's speaking the 
Word. We dread the thought that we will leave this building in an 
hour and not have known the fellowship and secret sovereign 
testimony of Your Holy Spirit to our hearts. We confess our sins 
to You; we cry out in our helplessness and in our need of You. 
Come and have mercy upon us. We can only erect an altar: it is 
Your prerogative to send the fire."
